Taxation— Its Origin 
and 
Progress. 


It is a trite old saying that “ there is 
nothing true but death and taxes.” 
A t the earliest dawn of civilization it 
was found that the masses were under 
some kind of royalty or tribute to 
their local 
chiefs 
or 
lords; and 
as civilization advanced these chiefs 
or lords found it necessary for self­ 
protection to confederate together and 
form statutes, with one of their most 
powerful members their head,to whom 
they in turn became tributary; and 
as civilization still further advanced, 
new devices were, from tim e to time 
resorted to to draw from the masses a 
large portion of their substance. 
For 
ages this system continued,with more 
or less severity, until some of the 
more intelligent of the masses began 
to consider the subject and it was left 
to our forefathers under the imbecile 
reign of G e o r g e the Third, to make 
the first bold and successful opposition 
to a system wiiich,among some nations 
was rendering the masses but little 
better than hewers of wood and draw­ 
ers of water for their self-constituted 
masters. 
These patriotic men first 
began with humble petitions address­ 
ed to the throne and to the British 
Parliament, then by earnest but re­ 
spectable remonstrance, against the 
unjust exactions of the mother coun­ 
try. To these the only reply was in­ 
creased exactious. 
W e «II know 
what followed—a grand tea party in 
Boston Harbor, and grand bou-fires 
on Boston Common, made of British 
tea, and British stamped paper. Soon 
after the civilized world was startled 
at our bold Declaration of Independ­ 
ence, and Magna Charta of Human 
rights—infusing new spirit and hope 
in manhood all over the world, and 
causing tyrants to tremble upon their 
thrones. 
After six years of bloody 
war, the sequel is known to every 
child in the land. 
British power in 
America went down in Yorktown, by 
the surrender of Lord C o r x w a l i s to 
fhe majesty of our 
“Rebel” Chief 
W a s h i n g t o n , and a nation was born. 
Compared with our then resources, 
this bloody struggle left us deeply in 
debt, wiiich was greatly increased by 
the War of 1812, wiiich was brought to 
a glorious conclusion on the Held of 
Chaimette, by the grand old hero 
J a c k s o n . 
Yet the last dollar of the 
debt was paid off by this same J a c k ­ 


s o n , duriug ills first Administration, 
and the Nation kept upon the high 
tide of prosperity, and down to this 
time the people were strangers to di­ 
rect Federal tax gatherers, This vast 
sum together with the current ex­ 
penses of Government, having been 
collected from custom duties alone, 
levied discriminately upon foreign 
luxuries, and such commodities as in­ 
terfered with our infant manufactures. 
But since those palmy days we have 
greatly clianged—we have set up the 
golden calf and gone after strange 
Gods—and now the excise men—the 
tax gatherers, and secret detectives, 
swarm among us as the locusts in an­ 


cien t 
Egypt, 
eating 
out 
our 
substance. A poor man cannot con­ 
vert his little vineyard into market­ 
able shape without having a Federal 
officer standing sentinel over him and 
demanding Federal tithes. The to­ 
bacco grower must subject his manu­ 
factured product to Federal scrutiny 
and F'ederal stamps; the poor man who 
blocks pine timber into the simple but 
useful article of matches is watched 
over, and every little package must 
bear tiie Government stamp, or confis­ 
cation follows; if he indulge in an 
after dinner cigar lie is confronted by 
a F'ederal stamp; if his child be sick 
or teething and lie buys a bottle of old 
mother W in s l o w ’s soothing syrup, 
the Federal stamp stares him in the 
face; if he present his wife or sweet­ 
heart with a “love” of a bonnet, tlie 
poetry of the thing is chilled by tlie 
everlasting F'ederal stamps. 
In short, 
everything is stamped, and if a sports­ 
man ventures to the field for recrea­ 
tion and health, his Joe Mantón is 
taxed, 
his 
caps 
and 
powder are 
stamped; and if he cut a scrub oak or 
grubs out a m anzanillo root to broil the 
game he is forthwith confronted by a 
Federal officer,armed,or pretending to 
be, with authority to arrest and drag 
him before the F'ederal Courts on the 
charge of destroying Federal timber. 
It is strange they have not appointed 
another batch of officers as game-keep- 
ers, and duplicate the poor fellow’s 
punishment by finding him also guilty 
of poaching upon F'ederal preserves. 
These Federal officers are generally 
duplicated by a batch of what they 
call special detectives, superintend­ 
ents and spies 
over 
the 
actions 
of 
the 
tax - gatherers—ostensibly 
to keep them from stealing, 
but 
really to swell the army of office­ 
holders in the interest of the Adm in­ 
istration. There is but little wonder, 
however, that these F'ederal officers 
should be watched, since, in many in­ 
stances, the records of crim inal courts 
and penitentiaries have been resorted 
to to find suitable persons to do this 
dirty work. 
But in all these matters 
of Federal espionage and taxation, 
there is one consolation left—we have 
not yet quite reached the bed-rock; 
we have not yet been driven, like un­ 
fortunate Ireland, to burrow in holes 
and caves in the ground by the heavy 
tax upon daylight. 
But if the present 
incompetent administration continues 
on its present career, that day is not 
very far distant, and “blessed are they 
who expect little, for they shall not be 
disappointed.” 
Petitions and remon­ 
strances against the present internal 
revenue system have repeatedly flood­ 
ed Congress from nearly every State 
in the Union, urging that it be repeal­ 
ed; actual 
tabular 
statistics have 
shown that it has entirely failed in 
the purpose for wiiich it was designed, 
most of the collections going to pay 
the salaries of this great army of office 
holders and the moiety left put down 
to the stealage account. 
But neither 
the President or Congress would listen 
to them—hardly giving them respect­ 
ful notice. 
A false and incompetent 
Administration dare not come before 
the people upon its own merits, and 
jhis great army of satraps, judiciously 
distributed in every nook and corner 
of the country, must be retained to 
aid our C.e s a r and his fawning erew 
to maintain power. 


Latest Telegrams: 


Our Fruit. 


A few days ago mention was made 
in the columns of the H e r a l d of the 
fact that a gentleman now a resident of 
this city had packed ripe oranges and 
lemons, and taken 
them via the 
Isthmus to England where they ar­ 
rived in a perfectly sound condition. 
Now comes a Boston paper with* the 
statement that importers of lemons 
have lost from one to four dollars a 
box on 100,000 boxes, 
The cause of 
this loss is not on account of fluctua­ 
tions in the lemon market, but be­ 
cause of the great waste occasioned by 
the decay of the fruit whilst in trans­ 
itu. 
Our semi-tropical fruit-growers 
should mark this statement. 
It is a 
well known fact that the fruit gath­ 
ered for the market to which the Bos­ 
ton paper refers is gathered green and 
ripened in transit. 
F'ruit so gathered 
is never good and often lias a wilted 
taste. 
Besides it is a well known fact 
that lemons and oranges gathered 
when ripe will not only retain their 
flavor better, but keep in a sound con­ 
dition much longer than they will if 
gathered green. 
It may be however, 
that the orange and lemon grown in 
this climate, are hardier than the 
same fruit grown in a tropical, or 
damp climate. 
No matter what the 
cause may be, the fact that our fruit 
bears shipping better than that from 
any other country, is of great impor­ 
tance to our fruit raisers. 
If we had 
a southern overland railroad by which 
we could ship oranges Without being 
compelled to send them through a 
country which in W inter, the time 
when the orange crop conies into mar­ 
ket, freezes them, we could supply the 
large cities with sem i-tropicul fruit 
seven days from the tree and as fresh 
as the hour when picked. 


Adjournment of the Supeme Court.

F’or the purpose of enabling tlie 
Court, before the commencement ol 
the next term at Sacramento on the 
12th of October, to dispose of the cases 
already submitted at the predtnt term, 
it is ordered that when the Court ad­ 
journs to-day it adjourns for the term: 
It is further ordered that the calen­ 
dar at the Sacramento term consist: 
First—Of the criminal causes. 
Second—Of the remaining causes on 
the calendar of the present term, ex ­ 
cept those in which a stipulation of 
counsel shall be filed with the Clerk 
one week before the commencement 
of the October term, consenting to a 
continuance to the January term. 
Third—Of the causes from Sacra­ 
mento county. 
F’ourth—Of such other causes as may 
be placed on the calendar by stipula­ 
tion of counsel or by special order of 
the Court on motion and notice.

A Noble Deed. 


The 'ollowing, which we copy from 
the Express of last evening, is char­ 
acteristic of the man—a man who has 
performed many similar deeds of char­ 
ity, and performed them so quietly 
and modestly that his right hand 
knoweth not what his left hand doeth. 
This world is the better for its gener­ 
ous, noble-hearted, F. I*.

The poor man mustered cour­ 
age and approached tlie first man he 
met. Ho detailed His situation, and 
said that if he had S50, he felt sure lie 
would come out all right and get on 
His Jegs again. Tlie man addressed, 
perhaps to get rid of him, told him to 
go to Temple’s Bank and borrow it. 
He wont there, saw Mr. Temple and 
said lie wanted to borrow §50. Mr. T. 
looked upon the request in a business 
light, and asked him what security he 
had. He told him His security was at 
thedoor; it consisted of his wife, six 
children and a broken-down team. Mr. 
Temple looked through tlie window, 
saw tlie collaterals and handed him 
§50. The man, with tliis assistance, 
prepared to commence tlie battle of 
life here, when a brother of His in tlie 
southern part of tlie county—a pros­ 
perous farmer, and who lin'd not heard 
from him for twenty-five years—acci­ 
dentally learned tliat he was here. He 
at once came to this city, found tiie 
new-comer and took him and ids fam­ 
ily to liis ranch, where he has a good 
opening for just such a man. These 
facts come to us from tlie man whose 
darkest hour was brightened by tlie 
loan of §50 from a banker, secured by 
collaterals that aro hardly negotiable 
in any financial market.”
